Mrs.  McCook 
s  chosen  to  retire  for  her  own 
"sonal  reasons. 

Professor  F.  G.  Fournet.  dean 
the  faculty  in  years  of  service 
this  college,  came  to  the  cam- 
5  to  begin  work  in  the  sunmier 
1913,  arriving  on  the  scene  just 
ee  months  earlier  than  Presi- 
it  "Coach"  H.  Lee  Prather.  who 
ired  last  year. 

VIr.  Fournet  has  served  as  teach- 
of  Physics,  Head  of  Physics  De- 
'tment,  Head  of  Science  Depart- 
nt,  and  after  the  biological  and 
vsical  sciences  were  separated, 
ad  of  Physical  Science  Depart- 
rit. 
During   his   early   years   on   the 


campus,  he  taught  physics  on  the 
third  floor  of  old  Boyd  Hall. 
Later  the  Physics  Department  was 
housed  in  the  old  training  school 
building,  now  called  old  science 
building.  For  the  past  few  years, 
he  has  been  occupying  the  new 
Physics-Chemistry  building,  which 
was  the  realization  of  his  dreams 
and  hopes  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Fournet  and  his  department 
established  the  first  courses  in 
general  science  for  elementary 
teachers  in  the  state.  Other  col- 
lege officials  sent  representatives 
to  observe  and  study  the  work  at 
N.  S.  C.  before  setting  up  similar 
courses   in   their   own   institutions. 

Mr.  Fournet  has  four  daughters 
and  one  son,  all  of  whom  gradu- 


ated at  N.  S.  C.  To  his  former 
students  Mr.  Fournet  is  an  insti- 
tution in  himself.  Never  to  be  for- 
gotten by  them  are  some  of  his 
famed  expressions  and  special  ap- 
pellations of  students  such  as 
"You  can't  get  something  for 
nothing.  "Think."  "Flapper," 
"Drug  Store  Cowboys."  and  "War 
Department." 

Mr.  Fournet  received  his  B.  S. 
and  M.  S.  Degrees  at  Louisiana 
State  University  and  did  further 
graduate  work  at  University  of 
Chicago  and  University  of  Texas. 
He  did  all  his  teaching  at  N.  S.  C. 
with  the  exception  of  one  vear  at 
L.  S.  U.  in  1912. 

He  is  a  member  of  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Science.  American  Association 
of  Physics  Teachers,  Louisiana 
Academy  of  Sciences,  and  Phi 
Kappa  Phi.  He  is  past-president 
of  the  Louisiana  Academy  of  Sci- 
ences, has  served  on  State  Com- 
mittee on  Certification  for  10 
years,  and  was  on  the  Committee 
of  studies  and  credits  from  1919 
to  1950.  He  served  as  registrar 
from  1919-1925. 

Mr.  Fournet  has  had  the  Pot- 
pourri dedicated  to  him  on  three 
different  occasions. 

When  asked  what  he  plans  to 
do  now  that  he  is  retiring,  he  re- 
plied: "Follow  the  instructions  of 
the  War   Department." 

The  golden  voice  of  Mrs.  Lilian 
Gerow  McCook  has  been  heard 
on  the  N.  S.  C.  Campus  since  she 
first  became  a  member  of  the 
music  faculty  in  1921.

With  sixteen  games  of  the  1955 
schedule  completed,  the  Demon 
baseball  team,  under  the  direction 
of  Coach  Alvin  '"Cracker"  Brown, 
has  a  record  of  8  wins  and  8  losses. 
In  conference  play,  with  three 
games  yet  to  be  played,  the  De-
